REMARKS 



This application has been carefully reviewed in light of the Office Action 
dated March 31, 2010. Claims 12, 17 and 18 remain in the application, of which Claims 
12, 17 and 18 are independent. Reconsideration and further examination is respectfully 
requested. 

Claims 12, 17 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious 
over JP Pub. No. 08-030408 (Okazawa) in view of U.S. Patent No. 7,068,380 (Milton). 
Reconsideration and withdrawal of this rejection are respectfully requested. 

The present claims are directed to managing the printing of images using 
profiles in a networked environment. In one aspect, when attribute information of a 
downloaded profile is received, its is determined that the downloaded profile is an incorrect 
profile by comparing attribute information of the downloaded profile with stored attribute 
data corresponding to a profile creation date and time, a profile use purpose and a profile 
color space. Accordingly, a downloaded profile which is not suitable for an image forming 
apparatus may be identified and deleted thus efficiently using the storage area of the image 
forming apparatus. 

Turning to specific claim language, amended independent Claim 12 is 
directed to an image forming apparatus for forming an image of a predetermined color 
space based on a downloaded profile downloaded via a network, comprising: receiving 
means for receiving the downloaded profile and attribute information of the downloaded 
profile; storage means for storing attribute items to be used to determine whether or not the

downloaded profile is an incorrect profile, the stored attribute items comprising at least a 
profile creation date and time, a profile use purpose and a profile color space; 
determination means for determining, when the receiving means receives the attribute 
information of the downloaded profile, whether or not the downloaded profile received by 
the receiving means is an incorrect profile by comparing the attribute information of the 
downloaded profile received by the receiving means with at least the profile creation date 
and time, profile use puipose and profile color space of the attribute items stored in the 
storage means and by determining that the downloaded profile is an incorrect profile when 
the attribute information of the downloaded profile received by the receiving means does 
not include attribute data corresponding to the profile creation date and time, the profile 
use purpose and the profile color space in the attribute items stored in the storage means; 
and deletion means for deleting the downloaded profile received by the receiving means 
when it is determined that the downloaded profile received by the receiving means is an 
incorrect profile by the determination means. 

Applicants submit that neither Okazawa nor Milton disclose or suggest at 
least the features of i) storing attribute items to be used to determine whether or not the 
downloaded profile is an incorrect profile, the stored attribute items comprising at least a 
profile creation date and time, a profile use purpose and a profile color space, and ii) 
determining whether or not a downloaded profile received by a receiving means is an 
incorrect profile by comparing the attribute information of the downloaded profile received 
by said receiving means with at least the profile creation date and time, profile use purpose 
and profile color space of the attribute items stored in said storage means and by 
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determining that the downloaded profile is an incorrect profile when the attribute 
information of the downloaded profile received by said receiving means does not include 
attribute data corresponding to the profile creation date and time, the profile use purpose 
and the profile color space in the attribute items stored in said storage means. 

The present Office Action asserts that Okazawa discloses, in column 5, lines 
15 to 20, that a profile is downloaded. However, Applicant submits that Okazawa merely 
discloses that an object (e.g. patch program, image data) is downloaded (column 2, lines 27 
to 35 of Okazawa) and fails to disclose that a profile is downloaded. 

The Office Action further asserts that Okazawa discloses, in column 4, lines 
64 to 67, storing as attribute items a profile creation date and time, a profile use purpose 
and a profile color space. However, Applicant submits that Okazawa merely discloses that 
control programs, control languages, font information and so on are stored in ROM 115, 
and fails to disclose that a profile creation date and time, the profile use purpose and the 
profile color space are stored. 

In addition, the Office Action asserts that Milton discloses, in column 8, 
lines 42 to 53, storing as attribute items the profile creation date and time, the profile use 
purpose and the profile color space. However, Applicant submits that the cited portion of 
Milton merely disclose that the color management subsystem 110 contains device color 
profiles, such as monitor profiles, printer profiles and standard profiles, but fails to disclose 
that the profile creation date and time, the profile use purpose and the profile color space 
are stored. 
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Furthermore, the Office Action contends that Milton discloses, in column 
14, lines 49 to 59, determining whether or not the downloaded profile is an incorrect 
profile by comparing attribute information of a downloaded profile with stored attribute 
items and that Milton discloses, in column 7, lines 39 to 49, the determination is made by 
comparing whether or not the attribute information of the downloaded profile has attribute 
data corresponding to the profile creation date and time, the profile use purpose and the 
profile color space. However, Applicant submits that Milton merely discloses that a 
networking subsystem locates information regarding attributes of a media and determines if 
a color profile for an intended printer and the media already exists. Therefore, Applicant 
submits that Milton fails to disclose or suggest for determining whether or not a 
downloaded is an incorrect profile by comparing the attribute information of the 
downloaded profile with at least the profile creation date and time, profile use purpose and 
profile color space of attribute items stored in a storage means and by determining that the 
downloaded profile is an incorrect profile when the attribute information of the 
downloaded profile does not include attribute data corresponding to the profile creation 
date and time, the profile use purpose and the profile color space in the attribute items. 

Thus, Applicants submit that Okazawa and Milton fail to disclose or suggest 
the features of i) storing attribute items to be used to determine whether or not the 
downloaded profile is an incorrect profile, the stored attribute items comprising at least a 
profile creation date and time, a profile use purpose and a profile color space, and ii) 
determining whether or not a downloaded profile received by a receiving means is an 
incorrect profile by comparing the attribute information of the downloaded profile received 
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by said receiving means with at least the profile creation date and time, profile use purpose 
and profile color space of the attribute items stored in said storage means and by 
determining that the downloaded profile is an incorrect profile when the attribute 
information of the downloaded profile received by said receiving means does not include 
attribute data corresponding to the profile creation date and time, the profile use purpose 
and the profile color space in the attribute items stored in said storage means. 

In light of these deficiencies in Okazawa and Milton as discussed above, 
Applicant submits that independent Claim 12 is in condition for allowance and respectfully 
requests same. 

Independent Claims 17 and 18 are directed to a method and a computer 
readable storage medium, respectively, substantially in accordance with the apparatus of 
Claim 12. Accordingly, Applicant submits that Claims 17 and 18 are also in condition for 
allowance and respectfully requests same. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, the entire application is 
believed to be in condition for allowance, and such action is respectfully requested at the 
Examiner's earliest convenience. 

The other pending claims in this application are each dependent from the 
independent claims discussed above and are therefore believed allowable for the same 
reasons. Because each dependent claim is also deemed to define an additional aspect of the 
invention, however, the individual consideration of each on its own merits is respectfully 
requested.
